HERE'S OUR CHANCE 

TO SECURE MUCH CHEAPER 
INSURANCE. 



IN. C. M. STOLL OF LEXINGTON HAS A PLAN 
THAT FINOS FAVOR HERE. 



The following, from The Lexington 
Leader, embraces a plan that has found 
much favor among properly ownei 
Maysville who desire lo rid themselves of 
the exorbitant insurance rates fastened 
upon them by the combine. 

It presents an easy way out of tbe diffl 
culty, and is worthy of attention. 

"The Insurance Committee has not 
been called together since my return 
home, as I could sue no need of a n 
ing, and no request for one has been 
made,'' SHid Mr. 0. H. Stoll to The 
Loader in response to an inquiry. "A 
meeting will be called very soon, how 
ever, lo consider a plan for the organiza- 
tion of an insurance company which I 
have to submit, the details of which have 
not been thoroughly worked up, but in 
brief it is this: 

"A company with a capital subscribed 
of $400,000. of which $200,000 must be 
taken by the people of Lexington, and 
the remaining §200,000 offered to citizens 
of those cities and towns of Central Ken 
tucky— say within fifty miles of Lexing- 
ton— who have provided themselves with 
good fire protection aud whose fire record 
is good. Tbe principal office of course 
to be located at Lexington, but a Director, 
who will be the adviser of the company 
in his locality, to be located in every 
city or town in which as much as $20,000 
worlh of stock is taken; the local Direc- 
tor to be nominated by the stockholders 
in the respective cities and towns, and 
one Diroctorto Lo given for every S20. 
000 of stock subscribed. 

"The Lexington office is to be the only 
office of the company, but some reliable 
man, such as a bank cashier, is to be 
made a/jent of the company in every 
town where stoik is taken and where the 
company may sec proper to do business, 
whose only duty shall be to receive and 
enbmit to the home office applications for 
policies. These local agents might be 
given authority lo bind the company 
certain classes of risks for two or three 
days until the company's Inspector could 
report on them; but as a rule all risks 
must be subject to the approval of tl 
home offlco and must be personally i 
spected before policies are written. I 
as the labor of writing polici 
'■ it fall ( 



the local agents, their commissions would 
be less than those commonly paid 

The plan will contemplate twenty Di 
reetors, of whom ten at least would be 
Lexington men. The policies of the 
company would, therefore, all be directed 
by Lexington, but as no town or city 
would be interested except such as can 
provide, or has provided, proper fire pro 
tection, whatever raling applies to Lex 
ington would apply to other places, due 
regard being had to tbe haiard of each 
individual risk. There need never be 
any clashing of interests. There is no 
rivalry between Lexington and any of 
her neighbors, and besides the personal 
interest of stockholders in the saccess of 
the company will make the rcpresenta 
tives in all localities keep an eye on the 
business and see that the company' 
welfare is guarded, both as to rates 
1 as to moral hazard. 
Several results would be accomplished 
by such an organization. First, sufficient 
capital to make a strong company can 
probably be secured in this way easier 
than by attempting to raise it all here 
Second, wo would have a broader field to 
work in without materially increasing 
the expense of the operation Third, 
we would have men directly and peeuni 
arily interested in the success of the 
company in every locality where it was 
to transact business, thus guar- 
anteeing the most conservative and safest 
business possible. Fourth, we would 
have a strong local organization in Lex- 
ington, whoee personal interest would re- 
quire its members to keep an eye always 
on the Fire Department, the condition of 
tbe water works and water supply, and 
they would also see that proper building 
laws were passed and that they were 
strictly enforced. 

Such a company would be far more 
valuable to the city in preventing fires 
baa all other agencieswould be combined 
iu patting them out. As long as nobody 
in particular has any special Interest in 
looking up and having removed or cor 
rected all those things which are recog 
nlzed as the eauscs of Ores and confla- 
grations, they are apt to continue to ei| 
1st; but once get a well organized com- 
pany I ere, whose success depends upon 
the correction of such evils, and the 
imedy for them will be speedily found 
and applied because of that Intereat. 

"Another probable good to come from 
such organisation must not be over- 
looked. It would have a tendency very 
speedily to draw Lexington and the sur 



rounding territory into closer social and 
business relations. We are like one big 
family in our Interests. We should be 
united upon all public questions, for our 
interests are certninly the same. N'oth 
ing can be good for one of the Blur-grass 
cities that is not good for all. The 
growth of one helps all, ami no one is 
more Interested in the welfare of another 
than is Lexington in that of each and 
every one. A common interest like 
this would tend greatly to cement us to- 
gether, and must soou result in good. 

Such an organization, too, would soon 
cause every Central Kentucky town not 
now provided with suitable water supply 
and fire protection, to exert itself to obtain 
what Ciey should have to have in that Ills 
for each would want the benefit of this 
company's policies and tin- reasonable 
rates which it could give where pTOfMf 
protection was afforded. 

"Tbe Insurance Combine will sneer 
at the idea of a $400,000 company regulat- 
ing the rates in Central Kentucky, or even 
in the city of Lexington. They know 
better, however, but think wc do not, 
and they will continue as long as they 
can to take advantage of our ignorance 
and our lack of consolidated effort. 
They know that there has never been in 
this country a single local company, con 
servatively managed, that did not ac- 
complish two things: First, make money, 
and, secondly, make the big companies 
behave themselves. The local companies 
that have not succeeded have, as a rule, 
failed because they did not confine them- 
selves to their own immediate territory, 
but got out beyond their depths and 
began to accept risks, as the big com- 
panies do. without any inspection or pre- 
caution whatever. Of course, exceptional 
cases may be found where local com- 
panies have met with extraordinary bad 
luck and had to quit, but what I mean is, 
that this business, like all others, where 
properly manaired. is and always has 
been a success, and can and will be made 
successful here. 

"Such a company could not carry all 
the insurance in Lexington or any other 
city, nor would it attempt to do so. It 
could, however, carry nearly all the 
dwelling house risks, and a large part of 
tbe business insurance The surplus 
which it could not carry could be easily 
placed in first class companies, of which 
the country is full now and more are be- 
ing organized all the time. Nearly every 
city has from one to a dozen such com- 
panies, gotten up juM as ours would be 
tor the protection or local interests 
against the oppressions of the bif DOtB 
panics Nearly nil these companies
